Frederick Meyer, who 
is president and CEO of 
Methodist Hospital of 
Southern California in 
Arcadia, has been elected 
chairman of the Hospital 
Council of Southern 
California, a hospital as¬ 
sociation which includes 
230 member hospitals and 
medical centers within 
the Southern California 
area. 

Top issues facing 
HCSC this year include 
the five million uninsured 
in the state, access to 
maternity care, disaster 
preparation and com¬ 
munications networks, 
federal and state funding 
cuts for healthcare ser¬ 
vices, nursing and other 
professional shortages as 
well as quality issues such 
as the reduction of infant 
mortality.

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Peter Tamp gives $22,000 to library 


Peter Tarup, long-time Sierra Madrean, who died 
in 1987, willed the Friends of the Sierra Madre 
Library $22,412.82 and the Friends have many plans 
for the generosity of Tarup. 

He had long been a supporter of the Sierra Madre 
Library, said retired City Librarian Mary Tumilty. 
“Peter was involved in many activities but he 
especially supported everything at the library,” she 
said. 

Toni Buckner, present city librarian, described 
Peter as a model library user. 


The gift was delivered to the Friends by Peter’s 
mother, Eleanor (Polly) Tarup, who is executrix of 
the estate. She now lives in Pasadena. 

John Sommer, president of the Friends, noted 
that the gift was equal to the Friends’ annual sup¬ 
port of the Sierra Madre Library. “You can see that 
Peter’s gift will make a substantial and lasting dif¬ 
ference to the Sierra Madre Library and to this com¬ 
munity.” 

Tarup died Nov. 12, 1987 and was a former Sierra 
Madre Planning Commissioner. He had been involv¬ 


ed in politics in the community for many years. 

Tarup was born Aug. 15, 1936 in Alhambra, but 
moved with his parents to Sierra Madre when he was 
8 years old. He attended Sierra Madre Schools, 
Pasadena City College, University of Oregon and 
Los Angeles State, majoring in architecture. He 
worked as a draftsman in Sierra Madre and remodel¬ 
ed and built several homes around Sierra Madre. 

Besides his many talents was piano playing and he 
gave his piano to Glendale Community College.

Two Sierra Madreans-“Straw Hat” Charlie 

Ellet and Martha Coutant-have collaborated to 

make Sierra Madre proud. Coutant has used her 
talents to write a book, called, believe it or not, 
“Straw Hat Charlie,” about the famous pony boy at 
Santa Anita. And pony boy he is still at the age of 
73. He as born May 20, 1917, just as WWl was in 
progress. 

Coutant’s book is exclusively for sale at Keepsake 
in Sierra Madre at 26 N. Baldwin. Ellet is also 
featured in the Jan. 5 issue of the Daily Racing 
Form. 

Whether being born a twin 70 years ago was the 
reason for his being so small and, therefore, the 
perfect size for his job, is not important. He is a 
former jockey who “got tired of watchin’ my 
weight” and decided to quit riding the California 
circuit and hppin ponyinp. 


There is a bit of connection between Coutant, the 
author, and Ellet since Ellet is Coutant’s brother-in- 
law. 

The Sierra Madrean got his nickname, “Straw 
Hat Charlie,” from the fact that he could not wear a 
helmet because of the rash it produced. Ever since 
then, he has kept that “moniker.” He doesn’t seem 
to be concerned when friends tease him about the 
fact that falling on his head with only a straw hat has 
not bothered him. 

It doesn’t bother him because at 73 years, he still 
rides at Santa Anita Race Track. At 4 a.m. he goes 
to work and on race days he “ponys” the horses up 
to the starting gate. 

His first horse was a Shetland pony when he was 
3'/2 and he was never out of sight of horses from 
then on. He was 12 when he went to a rodeo and 14 


when he rode his first race. Soon he was riding at all 
the fairs and rodeos, then he went into breaking 
colts and riding in shows. He even appeared in the 
movies, “Broadway Bill.” 

After that, school was not for him. Horses were, 
though. Except during World War II when he served 
with the U.S. Army as a surgical technician. During 
that time he and his wife, Cynthia Wood, had a 
daughter. And even then he was lucky enough lo 
start a riding class for personnel and, of course, he 
did. That is, until Dec. 27, 1945, when Straw Hat 
Charlie left the service and headed for Sierra Madre 
and his family; and the track. And so it has been that 
way, according to Coutant’s book, all of Ellet’s life. 

But you’ll have to read the book to hear more. 
The book, “Straw Hat Charlie,” is available, as was 
reported, at The Keepsake at 26 N. Baldwin in Sierra 
Madre. 


City suggests water-saving plans

Inadequate rainfall during each of the past five 
years has resulted in a severe water shortage through¬ 
out Southern California. Like neighboring commun¬ 
ities, Sierra Madre has felt the impact. 

On June 12, 1990, the Sierra Madre City Council 
adopted Resolution No. 90-25, commending resi¬ 
dents already conserving precious water and encour¬ 
aging others to take immediate action to reduce water 
consumtion by 10 percent. Water customers were 
notified of the City Council’s appeal for water con¬ 
servation and provided with conservation tips in their 
next utility bill. Since then, more than 600 residents 
have obtained free water conservation kits and con¬ 
servation tips from city hall. 

The city has monitored the situation over the 


Pasadena students 
plan" walk-out’ 

Pasadena High School students planned 
to stage a walkout Wednesday during the se¬ 
cond period because of a change in policy im¬ 
plemented by Principal Dr. Judy Codding, ac¬ 
cording to Alyshia Clawson, a student there. 

“We are concerned about the changes in 
the seventh period since Dr. Codding wants to 
use that period as study period and abolish 
sports from that period. She says she wants 
to promote academics but we think she’s going 
about it the wrong way. Many students go to 
the school because it is well-rounded. Few come 
for academics only. We have a 4S-minute per¬ 
iod and feel that is not long enough for many 
of the lab classes. Instead of expanding the 
period to 55 minutes and cutting out sports, 
using the seventh period that way, she is just 
adding a study hail. Many of our best teach¬ 
ers are leaving because of this action.” 

Clawson said that the school day at PHS 
is from 7:40 a.m. to 2:30 p.m., “which is a long 
day.” 

Sports which are begun in this season in¬ 
clude baseball, track and field and softball, to 
name a few. 


course of the critically dry and drought years to be in 
a position to reliably assess appropriate responses as 
drought conditions worsen. In June, 1990, the City 
Council indicated that the city’s water situation would 
be thoroughly evaluated in March, 1991, when it 
would consider the adoption of mandatory conserva¬ 
tion measures if conditions warranted. 

The City Council, State Department of Water Re¬ 
sources, and the San Gabriel Water District urge re¬ 
sidents to take the following action directed at reduc¬ 
ing water consumption: 

Repair leaky faucets, pipes, etc. 

Install water-saving shower heads or flow re¬ 
strictors. 

Adjust sprinklers to avoid overspray, runoff 
and waste. 


Avoid watering in the hot hours of the day and 
during particularly windy conditions. 

When landscaping, install drought-tolerant 
plants and trees. 

Sweep driveways, patios and sidewalks instead 
of hosing them down. 

Use water from a bucket when washing your 
vehicle and save the hose for rinsing. 

Take shorter showers. Do not let the water run 
while shaving, washing or brushing your teeth. 

The Sierra Madre City Council respectfully re¬ 
quests that you modify your water consumption 
practices to make the best use of our limited water 
supply. You are encouraged to obtain your water 
conservation kit and additional conservation tips at 
City Hall.

As we consider ways for our expanding 
population to continue living in crowded cities 
while simultaneously reducing pollution and 
conserving scarce resouces, encouragement and 
new ideas can be found at Eco-Home. 

Located at 4344 Russell Avenue in the Los 
Feliz area of Los Angeles, Eco-Home appears 
to be a small, ordinary residence, not par¬ 
ticularly different from any other house on the 
block. Once inside and listening to a tour 
leader, however, one learns that this house has 
been retrofitted as as environmentally sound, 
energy efficient, economical dwelling which 
serves as a model for others to follow. 

Some of the features displayed here include: 

• A drought-tolerant landscape in the front 
yard, an ornamental vegetable garden with fruit 
trees and drip irrigation in the back, a very 
good three bin composting system, neatly 
bundled tree trimmings for the fireplace, and 
other interesting systems to stimulate our think¬ 
ing about gardening in the city. 

• Photovoltaic panels which provide all elec¬ 
tricity for overhead lights. 

• Solar hot water (stored in an insulated tank 
in the basement.) 

• A 1.5 gallon per flush toilet. 

• A passive solar retrofit in the former garage 
(now used a Meeting House for the Eco-Houme 
Network members), achieved by architectural 
modification and good insulation. 

Eco-Home owner Julia Russell, who has co¬ 
founded an organization called the Eco-Home 
Network, has created a center for environmen¬ 
tally positive studies and information sharing. 

In addition to the group meetings, and tours, 
there is a library and bookshop specializing in 
publications of environmental significance. 
“Evolution,” the Eco-Home newsletter, con¬ 
tains interesting and helpful information, news 
of the Eco-Home Network’s activities, and a 
calendar of meetings, hazardous waste pickup 
dates and locations; '‘Green:’*"’educational 
meetings, etc. 

The Eco-Home Network welcomes new 
members as well as volunteers to help upgrade 
the demonstration home and meeting house. 
Also needed are experienced research grant ap¬ 
plication preparers, fund-raisers, and anyone 
with skills in house and garden maintenance 
and repair.

As 1 was shooting a double bogey on the 14th 
green at Silver Lake Golf Club near Victorville 
a few weeks ago, I spotted a few dozen Canadian 
honkers flying over. The incredible sight of that 
undulating “V” as it made its way to some fro¬ 
zen, secure haven made me pause to think of how 
many would make the return trip. 

When I think like this, it makes me uncom¬ 
fortable. I find myself swimming in hypocriti¬ 
cal aftertaste when I start musing over or making 
any noises about hunters and/or the hunted. 1 
shot (and ate) caribou when 1 lived in Alaska... 
and as a youth I even did some trapping, but 1 
d<on’t even remember thinking of what I was 
doing as being “sporty.” And now, the idea of 
someone taking a bead on a flight of geese 
makes me cringe. If I wanted an easy out, I’d 
just say that I don’t like hunting anymore. But 
I’ve never been known to take the easy route. 

Perhaps it is the aura that goes along with the 
“sport.” By this I mean the reverence with which 
most hunters hold their prey. Listen to a goose 
hunter when he describes geese. You’d think he 
was describing his wife or girlfriend. Then, first 
chance he gets, he lifts his Browning and 


blasts them to oblivion. In honor of the dead 
bird, a ritual more than anything else, he cooks 
the pettet-ridden carcass, and with a straight- 
face will tell you that it is delicious. To the hun¬ 
gry it is delicious and probably essential...I’ll 
bury that. 

The basic dynamics of what we’re dealing with 
here have to do with time, place and circum¬ 
stances. Not many of us will have a problem with 
people who live in the boonies and use the food 
of the earth to maintain their existence. 1 think 
that nature provides us with a good line of 
thought in that regard.

pie stop participating in government. And when 
people stop participating in govenment, then 
private interests and special interest tend to be 
strengthened because they will always par¬ 
ticipate. So the current crisis in public con¬ 
fidence and in public participation erodes the 
capacity of the general public to have its voice 
heard in political and governmental decision 
making.” 

That same concept transfers specifically to 
the local business communities participation. 
I’m concerned that very few business owners 
make a sustained effort to be involved in the 
leadership structure of the one organization 
whose responsible for representing their in¬ 
terests, the Chamber of Commerce. 

Perhaps it is not as crucial as dealing with a 
recession, or improving the environment, or 
improving the quality of the work force, but 
returning larger numbers of business people to 
the Sierra Madre business leadership scene 
looms as a significant business issue in 1991. 

Creating and restoring their confidence in the 
value of their personal involvement needs to be 
a number one priority, without informed, 
responsive leaders, how do the issues that im¬ 
pact the business communitys’ ability to make a 
profit get resolved? The answer is that non¬ 
business oriented special interest groups lobby 
through their programs. And as that occurs, the 
business person tends to write off involvement 
saying, “It doesn’t make any difference what I 
think anyway.” That in turn leads to even less 
business representation in the decision making 
process. Nobody ever said it was easy, but we 
have to make the effort, and 1991 is a good 
time to begin!

This was parti¬ 
cularly true of his “Into 
the Woods” when it first 
came to the Ahmanson 
a year or two ago. 

The first act is an im¬ 
aginative and humorous 
interweaving of familiar 
fairy tales and ends with 
“happy ever after!”

Capt. Carl L. Giles, son of Margaret Marsh 
of San Dimas who works at Gem Plumbing in 
Sierra Madre, wrote to his loved ones that he was 
moving into a tactical assembly area several hun¬ 
dred miles north of the capital city of Saudi Ara¬ 
bia. 

“1 . . . am going to be Okay. My unit, the 
1st Squadron 1st Cavalry, 1st Regiment of Dra¬ 
goons, is the divisional Cavalry Squadron of the 
1st Armored Division, the most modernized armored 
division in the world. It is the oldest and most 
battle-honored unit in the U.S. Army. Its proud 
heritage and rich legacy lives on in the soldiers 
who are known as the ‘Blackhawks.’ ... I run a 
logistical train that provides the line units with food, 
water, fuel and bullets. I supervise all of the medics 
and our nuclear biological and chemical reaction 
teams . . . Without mentioning details, I can tell 
you that it will take about three months after the 
conflict is resolved before I return to Germany . . . 
where 1 will remain for at least six weeks before I 
come home.”

Desert Shield, First Squadron First Cavalry First 
Armored Division, APO NY 0976.

Paul, it looks inevitable that we 
will go to war. Iraq is not moving towards peace 
even with the sanctions against him. Well, rest as¬ 
sured that we are ready. Also a side note, since 
we are the Harrier Squadron with the most deploy 
time, it’s likely we will be the first leaving when this 
is over.” 

Lcpl. John Ferrell writes, “The news has said 
war, war, but us over here don’t see it coming. 
We kind of wish the pre.ss would shoot itself. 
The jets come and go and there is no war.” 

Ssgt. Pat Wilson wrote, “Aside from normal 
operations, we’re busy doing the ‘entrenching’ 
thing... You can never be prepared enough.” 

Lcpl. Stephen J. Hill writes, “There is talk of 
war but I believe it’s part of the pressure poli¬ 
tics to free Iraq to bargain. It’s simply not in 
American’s best interest to move on the offensive. 
Too much of a long term commitment.” 

Bobby Woolard said, “My job is to make sure 
my communication squadron is made up to comb- 
bat readiness. We have comm shots in Bahrain, 
A1 Jahbail and one more. It’s at a rotary site. 

I go from site to site. I hate to flv in ‘helos’ 
so I always wait to get manifested on a C-130.”

When I was a teenager, I had a crush 
■on William F. Buckley Jr. It was not because 
of his political opinions, which were diametrically 
opposed to mine, but because I thought he 
was so cute. 

In that way my logic was typical of teenage 
girls throughout the generations, though the 
object of my affections ... was far-fetched. 

Nevertheless, Buckley’s Cheshire cat grin 
would delight me and his New England drawl 
had a major influence on my belief at the 
time that anyone who was anyone lived in 
New England. 

I would watch his TV show (“Firing Line”) 
regularly, just to see him smile. 

Recently, a friend of mine, the wife and 
mother of computer whizzes — and a com¬ 
pulsive book-lender — lent me her copy of a 
book by William Buckley Jr. It is neither poli¬ 
tically or intellectually over my head as I might 
expect from a man who graduated Yale, edits 
National Review, authored 23 books and 
writes a column entitled, “On the Right.” 
In fact, it is a children’s book. A modern 
morality tale, very much for our time. 

Entitled, “The Temptation of Wilfred 
Malachey,” it is illustrated (very well) by John 
Gurney and published by Ariel Books, Work¬ 
man Publishing, New York and under a genre 
called “Goblin Tales.” 

Summary: “A poor boy (son of a waning 
writer) in a iitn aciiooi, wiltred Malachey 
decides to help himself and his friends by 
becoming a modern day Robin Hood (ie. 
petty thief), a career that brings in a moderate 
income until he discovers a genie (OMegagod) 
in the school computer.” 








Yes, perhaps it ;is a cross between “Ali 
Babd and the 40 Theives” and “The Devil and 
Daniel Webster,” for the children of the Baby 
Boomers. It is most definitely literature for the 
computer literature. It is clever as Buckley 
has ever been clever. His dry and not so dry 
wit is ever present (yes, I can see his Cheshire 
cat grin between the lines), his intelligence 
has somehow been neu-rowed to a range that 
even a third grader can appreciate. 

The Temptation of Wilfred Malachey is 
well-written and sometimes over-written, for 
example: 

“He was in the turbulence a slight 
figure, groping his way toward his des¬ 
tination, disturbing the dim, chaotic 
light from the lamps as it illuminated 
the howling wind and rain, yielding 
to the trim, angular shadow of the boy 
making his way, slowly, but resolutely 
to the dormitory.” 

But a vocabulary like Buckley’s needs its 
outlet. That he has funneled his genius into 
a children’s book, perhaps is to say that 
Buckley, as always, is well aware of where 
America’s power base lies.

When one thinks of “business” or 
“investment,” one rarely thinks of the word 
“library.” Perhaps one should, 
for as Gordon Gekko says, “Information is 
the most valuable commodity 1 know of.” 

The Arcadia Public Library offers several 
services for those who are interested in invest¬ 
ment opportunities. One of the more popular 
sources of stock information is Value Line 
Investment Survey, featuring a 16-year statisti¬ 
cal survey of 1700 companies in 95 industries, 
as well as ratings on timeliness and safety. 

For more detailed stock information, ano¬ 
ther popular source is the Moody’s Manuals. 
These seven manuals feature the history, capi¬ 
tal structure, pertinent material from the annual 
report, and seven-year balance sheets for com¬ 
panies listed on the U.S. and foreign ex¬ 
changes. 

For information concerning bonds, the 
library receives two additional sources from 
Moody’s; one is the Moody’s Bond Record, a 
monthly guide to corporate and municipal 
bond issues that also includes ratings. The other 
source is the Moody’s Bond Survey, a weekly 
I news and advisory service that offers trends 
and opinions on individual bonds and bond 
markets in general. 

If you are interested in mutual funds, the 
library receives the Weisenberger Mutual Funds 
Investment Report, an evaluation of mutual I 
funds using Weisenberger’s portfolios index. 

In addition to these advisory services, the 
library also receives many periodicals of inter¬ 
est to investors, such as Investor’s Daily, Los 
Angeles Business Journal, Barron’s, California 
Business, Kiplinger California Letter, Kiplinger 
Washington Letter, as well as several Federal 
Reserve Bank publications and popular business 
magazines such as Fortune, Forbes, and many 
more.

Arcadia’s refuse hauler, 
Newco Waste Systems, 
points out that “refuse, 
recyclables and yard 
waste not properly separ¬ 
ated will not be collected. 
A red tag will be attached 
specifying reason(s) for 
non-collection.” 

In an effort to conserve 
valuable resources, extend 
the life of the landfills and 
reduce the waste stream, 
the Arcadia City Council 
established a voluntary 
curbside recycling pro¬ 
gram in March 1989. At 
that time, commodity 
markets existed for the re¬ 
cycled materials which 
included newspapers, 
glass, aluminum and plas¬ 
tic containers as well as 
yard waste. 


Since that time, how¬ 
ever, the markets for re¬ 
cyclables have been 
shrinking as greater num¬ 
bers of Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia communities have 
initiated recycling pro¬ 
grams of their own. New¬ 
co has secured a market 
for Arcadia’s yard waste, 
which is delivered to 
Fibre Fuel, where it is 
converted into a reusable 
by-product, which in 
turn is sold as a natural, 
clean-burning fuel. 

In order for Fibre Fuel 
to accept the yard waste, 
it must be free from any 
contaminants, including 
household waste, house¬ 
hold recyclables or other 
inorganic products.
